Alfalfa 


The  crop  of  adapted  seed  is  one 
of  the  shortest  on  record.  Mon¬ 
tana,  Dakota,  and  other  states 
which  produce  hardy  seeds,  were 
about  complete  failures.  South¬ 
western  seed  is  plentiful,  but  it 
will  not  survive  our  severe  cli¬ 
mate.  Fortunately,  there  was  a 
'arge  production  in  eastern  Wis¬ 
consin  and,  at  this  writing,  we 
have  a  large  stock. 

WISCONSIN  ALFALFA.  Excep¬ 
tionally  fine  quality,  bright, 
plump,  free  of  weeds.  The  winter 
a  year  ago  was  very  severe.  All 
of  the  weaker  alfalfa  killed  out 
and  only  the  best  fields  survived 
to  produce  seed  in  1937.  There¬ 
fore,  we  can  feel  confident  that  the 
Wisconsin  grown  alfalfa  we  have 
is  on  exceptionally  hardy  seed.
